J am not aſhamed of the Goſpel of Chriſt, 
for it is the power of God unto ſalva- 


tion to every one that believeth. 


ED HE falvation which Jeſus Chriſt 
is ſaid in ſcripture to be the au- 

4 7 g thor of to all true believers, is a 
ä N ſalvation from the power and pu- 
e LN, niſhment of fin : and this ſalva- 
tion he effects, by conducting 

them through the ways of truth and virtue to 
the proper happineſs of man, and to eternal 
life. The Jews indeed expected, and do till 
expect, a ſalvation of another kind; that their 
Meſſiah will not only reform their lives, but 
reflore again the kingdom to Iſrael ; that he will 
deliver them from the yoke of their enemies, 
ns and 
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and reduce all the world under their dominion. 
But how partial and narrow are ſuch conceptions 
of this power of God unto ſalvation, exerted in the 
Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt ; that great Diſpenſation 
which our common Creator intended for the 
good of all mankind, and which, till the fulneſs 
of time ſhould come for its manifeſtation, he was 
pleaſed 7o ſpeak of for their comfort by the mouth 


F all his Prophets from the beginning of the 


world ! The inſpired writers of the new Teſta- 
ment therefore are unanimous in explaining the 
Goſpel ſalvation in a more rational and general 
ſenſe, to be a redemption of the mind from fin 
and error, without reſpe& of perſons, or prefer- 
ence of one people before another. This is what 
they make the natural and proper buſineſs of the 
Goſpel, and temporal advantages its bufineſs ſo 
far only, as they are ſubſervient to theſe nobler 
purpoſes of holineſs and virtue. 

Now this is a work that ſeems highly * 


of the ſupreme Governour of the world; of 


Him who is God both of Jetus and Gene Ana 
as this explication is moſt agreeable to our con- 
ceptions of the Divine Nature, ſo it beſt ſuits 
with the deſcriptions in ſcripture given of the 
Goſpel. This is the Covenant that I will make 
with the houſe of Iſrael, faith the Lord, I will put 

my 
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my law into their Minds, and write it in their 
Hearts ; I will be their God, and they ſhall be my 


People; and they ſhall all know me, from the leaſt 


to the greateſt : I alſo will forgive their iniquity, 
and their fins and unrighteouſneſſes will I remem- 
ber no more. This is Jeremiah's account ; where 
the true knowledge and fear of God, reformation 


of manners, and forgiveneſs of fins, are the con- 


ſtituent parts of this new Covenant and King- 


dom. In Ifaiah and the Pfalms the kingdom of 


the Meſſiah is declared to be an univerſal king- 
dom; a reign, not of wars and deſolations, but 
of meekneſs, righteoufneſs, and peace: and 
though the uncircumciſed and unclean can have 
no part, yet the Gentiles and all fleſh are admit- 
ted to partake in this Glory of the Lord. And 
now ſaith the Lord that formed thee from the womb 
to be his fervant to bring Jacob again to him, it is a 
light thing that thou ſhould/i be my ſervant to raiſe 
up the tribes of Jacob, and to reflore the preſerved of 


Iſrael; I will alſo give thee for a Light to the 


Gentiles, that thou mayſt be my ſalvation to the ends 
of the earth. 

Such is the deſcription given in ſeri Ppture of 
that laſt and moſt perfect revelation or the di- 
vine will by Jefus Chriſt, which the Apoſtic calls 
ie power of God unto Ps. How fitly it is 
adapted 
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ieren i anſwer this glorious repreſentation 
of it, is a confideration that ſeems particu- 


larly ſuited to the occaſion for which we are 
now aſſembled, as it will carry on our thoughts 


to the obligation we are under in our reſpective 
ſtations, to extend the influence by ſpreading the 


knowledge of that divine diſpenſation. 
In the Fit place then it is to be obſerved, 


that our Saviour and his Apoſtles did not treat 


mankind as if they had been void of all ſenſe of 
religion, or teach them again what they knew 


before, for the ſake of delivering a regular ſyſtem 
of moral duty, but applied themſelves, as they 
ſlaw occaſion, to their ſituation and wants; cor- 


rected their errors, rebuked their faults, and in- 


formed their ignorance : ſo that every man, Jew 
or Gentile, might be ſupplied from his own Rea- 


ſon, together with the inſtruction of Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles, with a full and clear know- 


ledge of his duty both to God and man. 


And becauſe a wrong apprehenſion of the De- 
ity was itſelf a great offence, and had eyer been 


too one principal cauſe of moral evil, here the 
firſt Preachers of the Goſpel began their work : 


they inſtructed the Gentiles in the knowledge 


and worſhip of the true God, and rectified the 
groſs miſtakes with which the Jews had corrupt- 
| ed 
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ed their notions of him. And ſuch indeed was 

the prevailing Idolatry of thoſe ages, ſo deſtructive 
of all ſenſe of virtue as well as religion, that there 
was viſible and great occaſion to put a ſtop to the 
ſpreading of ſo dangerous a ſuperſtition, and to 
= rectify thoſe falſe conceptions of God's Nature 
WM and Providence, which appeared to have ſo pow- 
J erful an influence in perverting the morals of 

s | mankind. b 
7 0 But, Secondly, the fulleſt inſtructions in reli- 
* gion which determine in the knowledge of our 
duty, are not ſufficient to engage and ſecure obe- 
dience: the Goſpel therefore goes on yet further, 
opens a new ſcene, and makes a clear diſcovery 
of rewards and puniſhments in a future ſtate. 
We learn in general from our own experience, 
what divine revelation gives a more particular 
and diftin& account of, that there is a great de- 
pravity in our nature, and a proneneſs to do the 
ill we are forbidden, as well as a back wardneſs 
towards the good we are commanded : and this 
aptneſs to fall into ſin being occaſioned principally 
through a natural inclination to pleaſure, and 
averſion to pain, Chriſtianity, to relieve this 
weakneſs of nature, ſets forth to us, in the ſtrong- 
eſt light, the inevitable conſequences of good 
and evil; offering everlaſting unſpeakable happi- 
e nels, 
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neſs, as an encouragement to one, and threat- 


ning the vengeance of eternal miſery to prevent 
the other: ſhewing by theſe means, that its fu- 


ture puniſhment will be an overbalance for all 
the pleaſures fin affords for a ſeaſon, and that 
whatſoever enjoyments virtue may deny us here, 
they will all be infinitely exceeded by its reward 


hereafter ; and that, in ſhort, there is no poſſi- 


bility of acquiring the greateſt happineſs, and 
avoiding the greateſt miſery, but only by a life 
of virtue.—Thus the Goſpel by revealing the 
goodneſs of God towards the faithful and obedi- 
ent, and his wrath againſt all unrighteouſneſs, 
hath ſupplied the defects of human Nature and 
human Reaſon, and made virtue practicable by 
us, notwithſtanding all our proneneſſes to fin. 
But ſtill it may be ſaid perhaps, that the 
work is not yet done, that notwithſtanding all 
theſe powers of the Goſpel, human frailty yet 


remains, and fin may be found in the beſt of 


_ Chriſtians, the Apoſtles themſelves, the very 


firſt fruits of the Spi rit, not excepted. This, it 


muſt be owned, is a very juſt repreſentation of 
the preſent depraved ſtate of human nature; and 
the declarations of the Goſpel are moſt 1 
adapted to it, 
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For, Thirdly, Forgiveneſs of ſin is promiſed 
and aſſured in Chriſt Jeſus to every penitent be- 
liever.—It is true indeed that with regard to 
ſome fins, ſuch, for inſtance, as ſatisfaction may 
be made for to the party injured, natural Reaſon 
may give the penitent ſome hopes of mercy from 
the divine Goodnels to frail man: but there are 
others, which being utterly incapable of com- 
penſation, our natural ſtock of Reaſon can give 
us no aſſurance at all of their forgiveneſs. What 
ſhall the ſinner now do in this diſtreſſed ſtate ? 
which way ſhall he turn his thoughts ? or whi- 
ther ſhall he go for relief? Oppreſſed with the 
ſenſe of the guilt of his crimes, finding no where 
any hopes of mercy, and fearing unknown pu- 
niſhment, hear him in the agonies of his ſoul 
addrefling himſelf to God in ſuch words as theſe : 
Wherewith ſhall I come before the Lord, and bow 
myſelf before the high God? ſhall J come before 


him with burnt offerings ? Will the Lord be pleaſed 
with thouſands of rams, or with ten thauſands of 


rivers of oil? ſhall I give my firſt born for my 
tranſgreſſions, the fruit of my body for the ſin of 
my ſoul ?—Such ſacrifices we know have been of- 
fered to atone for ſins, and particularly in this our 
own country, till Chriſtianity taught us better ; 


till divine Revelation relieved the otherwiſe irre- 
B lievable 
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lievable diſtreſs of Reaſon and Nature in this 
caſe, and declared with authority and convict- 
ion, as the Goſpel does, the conditions of the 
divine favour ; affirming the efficacy and accep- 
tance of the atonement by the death of Chriſt, 
and commanding, as the will of God, that repent- 
ance and remiſſion of fins ſhould be preached in his 
Name among all nations. — Here then we ſee 
plainly, together with the excellent nature of the 
Chriſtian religion, what was alſo in the Scheme 
of Providence, to be its extent ; that being cal- 
culated for univerſal benefit, it was intended by 


its heavenly author for univerſal uſe. 


It was the gracious deſign of almighty God, 
that not one country or people only, in excluſion 
of all others, but that every ſoul under Heaven 
ſhould ſhare in the benefits of the death of Chriſt : 
Chriſt was to be not only the Glory of God's people 
Iſrael, but à Light to enlighten the whole world, 
the Gentiles and all them that were in darkneſs and 
ignorance, that every one might ſee the way to 
peace and happineſs. Accordingly theſe Doctrines 
of Repentance and Faith in the Name of Chriſt, 
which He himſelf delivered to his Apoſtles, as the 
ſum and ſubſtance of his Religion, they alſo 
were by Him commiſſioned to preach to the gen- 
tile world: and if we conſider the indefatigable 
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induſtry and reſolute ſufferings with which they 
purſued the charge, they will ſurely afford us a 
competent evidence, that the defign was of the 


greateſt and moſt weighty importance, and ſuch 


as it muſt be incumbent on every Chriſtian to pro- 
mote, till there ſhall ceaſe to be objects of it ; 
that is, till the time ſhall come which the Apo- 
ſtle ſpeaks of, when the creature 7tſelf, or the 


whole creation, ſhall be delivered from the bondage 


of corruption, into the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. 

That this univerſality of Chriſt's Kingdom will 
one time or other be brought about, ſeems evi- 
dent from many parts of ſcripture as well as this : 
and though the particular time at which it will 
be effected may be one of thoſe ſecret things 


which belong unto God only, and of which, as he 
hath no where revealed his will concerning it, 
we muſt be ignorant; yet when we conſider this 


univerſal eſtabliſhment of righteouſneſs and vir- 
tue as the end of all God's Diſpenſations, and 
the declared purpoſe of Chriſt's coming into the 
world, we cannot but ſee our own obligation to 
contribute to that great event, and to do all that in 
us lies to prepare the way for it. Now there are 


two ways in which we may hope to give our 


aſliſtance "ſucceſsfully in doing this; either by 
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communicating the knowledge of the Goſpel to 
thoſe who have it not; or by endeavouring to 
keep up the true ſpirit and practice of it amongſt 
thoſe who have. The latter of theſe truly reli- 
gious and charitable ends, is what the Society 
here aſſembled have chiefly in view, with reſpect 
to our Plantations in America ; to preſerve and 
ſupport, in parts where it is ſo much wanted, 
true and genuine Chriſtianity, diſengaged from 
that load of ſuperſtition with which Popery hath 
oppreſſed it, and in the fame purity as it was 
once delivered to the Saints. 

It is not eaſy to conceive a more hopeleſs and 
unhappy ſtate, than that which St. Paul deſcribes 
in the chapter from which the Text is taken, to 
be the ſtate of perſons living as it were without 
God in the world. And though the worſt religion 
that was ever profeſſed on earth may be better 
than none; yet the corrupt and impure mix- 


tures of man's invention may be ſuch, as to 


render even Chriſtianity itſelf leſs productive of 
the good it is fitted to produce, and to diminiſh 
in a great degree the influence of that Goſpel, 
which in its nature is the power of God unto ſal- 
vation. So that to any one who conſiders ſeri- 
ouſly the circumſtances of our American Colo- 


nies in their preſent ſtate, and the ſituation of 


that 
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that large part of the world, with regard to the 
neceſſary means as well of temporal as eternal 
happineſs ; the ignorance into which we may be 
ſure they will fink, if not duly inſtructed in the 
true religion; and the danger to which they 
are expoſed, from that zeal and aſſiduity which 
are rarely wanting in the ſpreaders of a falſe one ; 
there cannot be a more convincing proof, either 
of the great need they ſtand in of our aſſiſt- 
ance, or of the important ſervice, which by 
means of this Inſtitution we are enabled to 
do them, even in thoſe diſtant countries, by 
guarding them againſt the corruptions of Po- 
pery, and by preventing them thereby from 
falling into the many groſs abſurdities, ſuperſti- 
tions, and immoralities, which naturally flow 
from them. 


This great and excellent end the Inſtitution of 


this Society is more immediately meant to ſerve: 
though together with this, and conſiſtent with 


it, there is, in the other way I mentioned, a con- 


ſiderable ſervice to religion, which it gives us an 
opportunity of doing, and which alſo ought to 


Have its weight in recommending it to us; and 


that is, the Conveying of the Light of the Goſ- 


pel into thoſe dark places of the earth, which 


are at preſent overſpread with error and ſuperſti- 
tion, 
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parts of the world alike inſufficient to purify the 


tion, and the converting of many poor and igno- 
rant Idolaters, who want only to be inſtructed 
in the ſaving knowledge of Chriſt, in order to 
embrace it. This however, though of real and 
great importance, is not the end the Society 
chiefly aim at : Their principal deſign, as the 
Charter by which they are incorporated ſhews, 
is to ſupport a ſtanding Miniſtry in ſuch of our 


Colonies, as, by reaſon of their poverty, are un- 


provided of a maintenance for Miniſters, to con- 
firm and ſtrengthen them in the principles of 
true religion, and 0 put them always in remem- 


France of the great chriſtian motives to holineſs 


and virtue. And can we be engaged in any de- 
ſign more proper to advance the Honour of God, 
or to premote the real Happineſs of degenerate 
men ? Is there a greater charity in our power 
to beſtow upon them, or any that is liable to leſs 
exception? For what is the nation under Heaven, 
where it would not be proper to inculcate piety 
and virtue, or where there is no neceſſity of do- 
ing it ? where men ought not to be exhorted to 
the duties of morality, or where by the force of 
Reaſon only they have made any remarkable 
improvement in them? The dictates of mere 
natural Reaſon are but feeble things, and in all 


hearts 
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hearts and reform the manners of mankind : The 


Goſpel only can be productive of theſe effects, 
whoſe fruits are righteouſneſs, goodneſs, truth ; 
every virtue that can entitle us to the favour of 
God, or contribute to the peace and order and 
happineſs of the world. 

Such indeed are the paſſions and perverſeneſſes 
of human nature, that real goodneſs does not 
ſecure univerſally, to men or things, the eſteem 
and encouragement they deſerve, or even protect 
them always from obloquy and oppoſition. But 
let it not be thought in the leaſt to derogate from 


an undertaking of ſuch importance to mankind, 


if it meets not with univerſal concurrence, or if 


objections from ſome quarters may be ſtarted 


againſt it. It is no wonder that they ſhould: 
the ſcripture tells us ſeducers will ariſe in every 
age, deceiving and being deceived : and, as by fad 
experience we find but too many amongſt our- 
ſelves of this deſcription, men ſpeaking perverſe 
things, proud, boaſters, blaſphemers, diſobedient, it 
cannot be thought ſtrange, that they who are 
open enemies to the Goſpel, ſhould endeavour 
to obſtruct the propagation of it. But as we 
read in ſcripture, that in the firſt ages of the 
Goſpel the word of God grew and prevailed the 
more, for the oppoſition it met with from a pre- 

judiced 
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judiced world ; ſo it 1s to be hoped in the preſent 
caſe, that, whatever may be the efforts of ma- 


lice againſt an undertaking profeſſedly carried on 


for the ſervice of the ſame religion, they will be 


attended alſo with the ſame effect; that they 


will ſerve only to render the zeal of thoſe who are 
engaged in it more active, and to awaken a ge- 
neral concern for the promotion of it ; to call in 
others to the aſſiſtance, and to excite in generous 
minds a deſire of ſharing in the praiſe of thoſe 
virtuous Characters, with which this Charity is 
already diſtinguiſhed. And, bleſſed be God, the 
many great aſſiſtances, which the Society has 
experienced in the proſecution of this their pious 
deſign, are an evident proof, that the righteous 
are not ſo failed from among/t us, but that there 
are numbers ſtill, who are zealous for his Glory, 
and forward to make uſe of every means his 
Providence puts into their power, to promote 
the knowledge and practice of religion.—And 


may their examples be ever effectual to animate 


others to go and do likewiſe. 

For though the hands of the Society have been 
ſtrengthened by large contributions from many 
pious and charitable perſons ; yet whoever con- 


ſiders the greatneſs of the work they are en- 
gaged in, will cafily ſee that the Fund which, 


ariſes

ariſes from ſuch donations, and which, together 
with their own annual ſubſcriptions, is their 
only Fund, will ſcarce enable them to anſwer 
fully the demands they muſt have in carrying it 
on, or to make a proviſion in any degree equal to 
the maintenance of the many miſſionaries, which 
a due inſtruction of the people, in places ſo ex- 
tenſive, muſt require: ſo that unleſs thoſe defi- 
ciencies are ſupplied by a further liberality, many 
muſt be neglected in this miniſtration, and much 
good omitted which might be done, if a ſuffici- 
ent Fund could be found for it.—Let me there- 
fore recommend to the moſt perfect chriſtians, the 
encouragement of that righteous work to which 
we are now exhorted, and ſhew them this way 
of improving ſtill in piety towards God, and 
charity to mankind. We may be ſufficiently 
ſenſible of our own happineſs, and of the great 
cauſe we have to bleſs God for thoſe invaluable 
advantages of a pure religion, which through his 
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; unmerited goodneſs we have enjoyed ſo long: we . 
1 may even ſuffer that religion ſo far to have its in- 
fluence upon us, as to purify our own hearts, 


and to engage us truly to repent of and forſake 
our ſins: But if we love God or our brethren in 
1 the degree our Chriſtianity commands us, we 
mall not confine our care and attention to what 
9 C merely 
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public or domeſtic, falls to the ground, Princes 


n 


merely concerns ourſelves, and our on conduct, 
but give all the aſſiſtance in our power towards 
bringing others likewiſe, even as many as may 
by any means be brought within the reach of our 


aſſiſtance, to tbe knowledge of the Truth : not con- 


tent with our own private virtue, we ſhall do 
our utmoſt to procure univerſally a due reverence 
for the Laws of God, and, with the great Apo- 
ſtle, ſeek the profit of many, that they alſo may be 
ſaved. 

But ſuppoſe, if of chriſtians who are really 
ſuch it can poſſibly be ſuppoſed, that we were 
inſenſible of our obligation to this duty; it 
would behove us ſtill to conſider upon what pow- 
erful motives it is recommended to us; how 
much we are concerned in intereſt as well as du- 
ty, to promote the knowledge of religion in co- 
lonies derived from us, and to furniſh thoſe, 


from whom fidelity and obedience is expected, 


with the only ſufficient principles of ſuch a con- 


duct. The belief of God's Being and Provi- 


dence is the only ſolid foundation of every human 


virtue; the connection between them is that of 


cauſe and effect: ſo that take away the proſpect 
of a future ſtate, and let men looſe from the ob- 
ligations of religion, and all human authority, 
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= | can have no dependance upon ſubjects, nor 
"= Maſters upon ſervants, who having no fear of 
God, are incapable of giving any ſufficient ſecu- 
rity either for their faith and integrity, or for 
the performance of any other duty which they 
owe to man. If therefore we look no further 
than to the conſequences of a civil nature, which 
will follow the cultivation of religion in coun- 
tries where we have any concern, we ſhall find 
even in the preſent advantages of this Underta- 
king, many ſtrong inducements to ſupport it. 
Theſe however, conſiderable as they are, are 
the leaſt of the good effects we have rea- 
ſon to look for from a charity of this kind, and 
not worthy to be compared with that future heaven- 
ly Glory, with which we ſhall be recompenſed for 
it in the life to come. They, ſays the Prophet 
Daniel, who are inſtrumental in turning many 79 
righteouſneſs, ſhall ſhine as the firmament, and as 
the ſtars for ever; or, according to the yet ſtrong- 
er expreſſion uſed by our Bleſſed Lord himſelf, 
a ſhall ſhine forth as the ſun, in the kingdom of their 
+ Father. Theſe are indeed great and precious 
promiſes, and being made, as the words I have 
now cited plainly imply, to that kind of benefi- 
* cence particularly which is here recommended, 
ſeem to point out a peculiar fitneſs in this me- 
C 2 thod 
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| thod 4 n a and, if duly attended 


to, would moſt certainly determine us, with all 
gladneſs, to embrace it. 

But after all, that which ought to be the prin- 
cipal and prevailing conſideration in every action 
of a good chriſtian, is its tendency. to promote 
the glory of God. This is the great end we are 
directed to aim at in all the actions of our lives; 
whether wwe eat or drink, or whatever we do, we 
are commanded to do all to the glory of God. 


Now when the ſpreading of the knowledge of 
the true God among the nations of the world, 


18 by the P rophet called ſetting his glory among the 


heathen ; hence we are plainly taught, that to 


promote the glory of God is to ſpread the know- 
ledge of his religion, and to ſet forward the ge- 
neral falvation of men : that it is to contribute 


all we can towards bringing men over to the 


obedience of his commands, that thereby they 


may become capable of being made partakers of 


his happineſs. And, accordingly, the ſame per- 


ſons who are recorded in ſcripture as moſt ar- 


dently zealous for the glory of God, are repre- 
ſented as having alſo. the moſt feryent charity 
for the ſouls of men. It is faid of Moſes, that 


be prayed to God to blot Him out of the book of 


1588 if his Brethren * that means might have 
their 
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pre fins forgiven and be ſaved : And of St. Paul, 


that he could | wif Himſelf to be accurſed from 
.Chriſt, if thereby the Jews could be converted. 


[Theſe indeed are very high expreſſions of affect- 


ion, and probably to be underſtood, as ſuch 
expreſſions uſually are underſtood, not in a li- 
teral but in a figurative meaning. But whatever 
particular conſtruction theſe expreſſions may be 


thought to bear, they are ſuch as ſhew plainly, 


that, in the eſteem of thoſe illuſtrious examples 
of true piety and charity, nothing was of, ſo 
much value as not to be given up, nor any thing 
too much to do, if the Honour of God and the 
ſpiritual good of mankind could be promoted by 
it. And were our Hearts in like manner influ- 
enced by the principles of our holy religion, the 
ſame mind, no doubt, would be in Us as was in 
Them, and as every one hath received the gift, ſo 
we ſhould be ready to mznifter the ſame one to 
another, as good flewards of the manifold grace of 
God. We ſhould endeavour in our reſpective 


ſtations, and according to the ſeveral abilities 
which God hath given us, that from the riſing up 
of the ſun to the going down of the ſame his king- 


dom of righteouſneſs might be eſtabliſhed az0ng 
the gentiles; that, to perfect the ſalvation of 
mankind from darkneſs and ſuperſtition, and 


from 
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knee might bow, and every tongue confeſs him to 


from the ſlavery of fin, the light and reforming 
influence of the Goſpel might be diffuſed through- 


out the world; that at the name of Jeſus every

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| An Ass TRA of the 

CHARTER, 

And of the Proceedings of the SocizTy 
for the Propagation of the Goſpel in 
Foreign Parts, from the 23d Day of 


February 1759, to the 15th Day of 
February 1760. 


ING Villiam III, of Glorious Memory, 
was graciouſly pleaſed, on the 16th of

This Society was compoſed by the Charter of 
the Chief Prelates, and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of ſeveral other Lords, and eminent Perſons in 
the State, with a Power to elect ſuch others to be 
Members of the Corporation, as they, or the ma- 
jor Part of them, ſhould think beneficial to their 
charitable Deſigns ; and they immediately applied 
themſelves with great Zeal and Alacrity to the 
good Work ; and after adjuſting Preliminaries in 
the Choice of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding Or- 
ders and Rules for their more regular Proceeding, 
they ſubſcribed every one of them according to 
their ſeveral Ranks and Diſpoſitions, an Annual 
Sum to be paid to their Treaſurer for the gene- 
ral Uſes of the Society; and choſe new Mem- 
bers, and gave out Deputations, according to the 
Powers in the Charter, to receive and collect the 
Donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed Per- 
ſons towards this moſt pious Deſign: And thro' 
an eſpecial Blefling, this Work of the Lord hath hi- 


therto proſpered in their Hands, Many more than 
One Hundred Thouſand of our own.

| Communicants increaſes, and he had baptized 
forty-five Children there within the Year. In 
the Beginning of the Summer he made a Viſit 
to the good People of Placentia, about 200 
Miles to the Southward of St. John's Town, in 
Obedience to the Commands of the Society, and 
officiated two Sundays iu a little Chapel belong- 
ing to Major Hamilton, and baptized in and 
about Placentia fifty Perſons, ſome of them forty, 
ſome thirty, and ſome twenty Years of Age, and

Rev. Mr. Lindſay, the Society's Miſſionary at 
Trinity Bay, acknowledges, in his Letter of os 
TRE | Jover 
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tober the 2 5th, 1759, the Receipt of the Books 
ſent likewiſe to him, ſome of which he had then 
diſtributed ; and promiſes to diſtribute the reſt 
to promote Religion and Virtue, as Opportunity 
offers ; and he had baptized within the Year 
thirteen Males, and eleven Females. 


Nova Scotia. 

The Rev. Mr. Breynton and Mr. Wood, the | 
Society's Miſſionaries at Halifax, acquaint the 
Society in a joint Letter, dated October the 17th, 
1759, that the Town of Hahfax being much 
increaſed in Inhabitants, Trade, and Wealth'; 
and the Expences of living much enhanced by 
the Concourſe of Fleets and Armies, they pre- 
ſented a Memorial to Colonel Laurence, the 
Governor, requeſting his Protection and Aſſiſt- 
ance in obtaining an Addition from the Inhabi- 
tants of Hahfax to the Stipend paid them by the 
Society; which the Governor was pleaſed to 
accept graciouſly, and upon the Receipt of a 
Memorial from the Inhabitants, as follows: 

« Whereas by an Act for eſtabliſhing of reli-

« js requeſted to induct ſuch Miniſters of the

ment ofa Religion among them, particularly as he 
is already in the holy Orders of our Church, and at 
preſent in a Viſit to his Friends in Boſton, and upon 
their eſpecial Application conſenting to become 
their Miſſionary, if the Society ſhould be pleaſed 
to appoint him to that Station ; the Society, out 
of a peculiar Regard to the Merit and approved 
Abilities of Mr. Apthorp, which will enable him 
very much to promote Religion and Learning in 


that his native Colony, hath appointed him their 


Miſſionary to the Church of Cambridge, in the 


Colony of Maſſachuſet's Bay, and the Towns ad- 
jacent: And the Gentlemen of that Church, 


by a Letter dated November, 20. 1759, return 


their hearty Thanks to the Society for this Ap- 


intment, and promiſe to expreſs their Grati- 
tude for it, by fully coming up to, and even 
exceeding their Promiſes on that Account. They 


have already appropriated 300 J. Sterling for the 
Settlement of a Miniſter in Perpetuity; and, as 
ſoon as they are able, will aſſign 100 J. more for 
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fit for Divine Service in the enſuing Summer ; 
and they will neglect nothing in their Power, to 


apyrove themſelves deſerving of the Patronage of 
e Society. And Mr. Apthorp, who accepts of, 


and returns the Society his Thanks for their Ap- 
ointment of him to this Miſſion, promiſes his 

ſt Endeavours to make himſelf as uſeful as 
may be in the important Charge he hath under- 
taken, and expreſſes his Satisfaction that the 


Diſſenters from the Church of England permit 


the Deſign to go on without Moleſtation, and 
have evidenced a very moderate Spirit on this 
Occaſion, 

The Rev. Mr. Bours, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Marblehead, ucquaints the Society in his Let- 
ter of Auguſt 20, 1759, that his Church is in a 
peaceable and increafing State, a good Harmon 
continuing to ſubſiſt between that and the Diſ- 
ſenters; and many Perſons of good Character 
had been lately added to it; and he had baptized 
in his own Congregation, 53 Infants, and one 
Adult after proper Inſtruction, in the preceding 
half Year. 

The Rev. Mr. Mansfield, the Society's Miſſio- 
nary at Derby in New England, writes alſo in 
his Letter of July 20, 1759, that the Diſſenters 
in that Neighbourhood ſhew a better Temper 
towards the'Church than formerly ; and by the 
Notitia Parochialis annexed to Mr, Mansfeld's 
Letter, it appears, in the * half FI ar

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the Purchaſe of Lands, and propoſe to build | 
an handſome Church, and get it finiſhed, and 
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had baptized 22 Perſons, and the Number of ac- 
tual Communicants in the ſeveral Places where 
he officiates, amounts to 169. | 

The Rev. Mr. Punderſon, the Society's Itine- 
rant Miſſionary in Connecticut, appears, from his 
Letter of June 28, 1759, to have exerted him- 
ſelf with great Diligence in his Station, having 
uninterruptedly, for the ſix Months preceding, 
N Divine Service every other Lord's 
by Turns, at Guildford, Brandford, Northford, 
and Weſthaven, beſides occaſional Services upon 
Faſts and Feſtivals, and his preaching on com- 
mon Days of the Week at North baven; and 
there are good Grounds to hope, he doth not 
labour in vain, many having been added to the 
Church, and its Communicants increaſed. 

Mr. Maclenachan, late the Society's Itinerant 
Miſſionary to the Eaſtern Frontiers of the Colo- 
ny of Maſſachuſet's Bay, having quitted that Sta- 
tion, the Inhabitants of the 'Town of Frankfort 
in thoſe Parts, earneſtly petitioned the Society 
to take Compaſſion of them, and to ſend them a 
worthy Miniſter of the Church of England to 
preach the Word of God in his Room : They 
pleaded, that they are indeed very poor, being 
upon a Frontier Settlement, which they have 
been hitherto prevented from cultivating to Ad- 


vantage, as it is expoſed to the Inſults of a barba- 


rous Enemy; but they promiſe to contribute to- 
wards the Support of ſuch Miniſter as much as 
they can. They have a Glebe of 200 Acres of

ay at Newhaven, and on the other Lord's Days, 
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ood Land, which, with their Contributions in 
| © ng will not amount to leſs than 20 J. Ster- 
ling per Annum ; and as ſoon as they enjoy the 
Blas of Peace, they will build a Chyrch, and 
a Parſonage Houſe, and in the mean Time they 
can have Richmond Fort for an Houſe for the 
Miniſter, and the Chapel belonging to it for 
Divine Service, and the Farm round it for a 
Glebe; and they mentioned in the Concluſion 
of their Petition, that they were informed that 
Mr. Bailey, a prudent well-diſpoſed young Per- 
ſon, would proceed to England tor holy Orders, 
and offer himſelf to the Society for that Miſſion, 
with the Approbation of the Clergy of Boſton, 
earneſtly praying the Society to favour that Mo- 
tion; and Mr. Bailey preſenting himſelf to the 
Society, with a recommendatory Letter, dated 
Boſton, December 15, 1759, from the Rev. Dr. 
Cutler, Mr, Caner, Mr. Troutbeck, and Mr. Ap- 
thorp, in which they ſet forth, that Mr. Bailey 
had been educated at Harward College, and ta- 
ken the Degree of Maſter of Arts there ; and 
appears to them a Perſon of unexceptionable 
Morals, prudent, grave, and uncorrupt in regard 
to the Chriſtian Faith ; and they are of opinion he 
will prove a diligent, ſteady, faithful Miſſionary, 


if the Society ſhall think fit to receive him into 


their Service : The Society, out of Regard to 
the great Want of a Miſſionary on the Eaſtern 
Frontiers of Mafſachuſet's Bay, and to the good 


Character of Mr. Bailey, he having been found 


worthy, and admitted into the holy Orders of 
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An Abftraft of the 


our Church, hath appointed him their Itinerant 
Miſſionary on the Eaſtern Frontiers of the Colo- 
ny of Maſſachuſet's Bay, in the Place of Mr. 
Maclenacban. 

It appears from the preceding Paragraph, that 
Dr. Cutler was living at Boſton on the 1 5th Day 
of December laſt, but he hath been for ſome 
Time paſt ſo much broken with Age and Infir- 
mities, as to be rendered incapable of performing 


the publick Duties of his ſacred Office, and 


therefore the worthy Members of his Church 
have thought proper to recommend to the Lord 
Biſhop of London Mr. James Greaton, a worthy 
young Candidate for the Miniſtry, for holy Or- 
ders, and to be appointed Curate to Dr. Cutler 
at Chriſt Church in Boſton, in which they have 
happily ſucceeded ; and Mr. Greaton is now on 
his Return to Boon with a moderate Stipend 
from that Congregation, and with the Promife 
of being taken into the Society's Service, if he 


ſhall be found worthy on the Demiſe of the good 
Rector of that Church, 


New Vork. 
The Rev. Dr. Johnſon, Preſident of the Col- 
lege of New York, by his Letter of July 25, 


1759, returns the moſt hearty Thanks of the 


Governors thereof, for the Society's moſt gene- 
rous Benefaction of 500 J. towards carrying into 
Effect the great Purpoſe for which they were 
incorporated, vg. the Inſtruction of Youth in 
the liberal Arts and Sciences, in hopes that this 
well-conſtituted Seminary of Learning may' in 


Time 
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Time much help forward the pious Deſigns of 
the Society, and furniſh them with good and 
able Miſſionaries, Catechiſts, and Schoolmaſters, 
of whom the Society are now in want, through 
the great Number already employed in their Ser- 
vice, This is the firſt and only Seminary for 
Learning in our Northern Colonies, in which 


a Regard is paid to the Church of England and 


its Liturgy ; it being enacted by the Charter, 
that the Preſident of the College ſhall always be 
a Member of, and in Communion with, the 
Church of England; and that Morning and E- 
vening Service ſhall conſtantly be performed 
in the ſaid College by the Preſident, Fellows, 
Profeſſors, and Tutors of the ſaid College, or 
one of them, according to the Liturgy of the 
Church of England, as by Law eſtabliſhed; or 
ſuch a Collection of Prayers out of the Liturgy, 
with a Collect peculiar for the ſaid College, as 
ſhall be approved of by the Governors of the 
College, which the Society are willing to believe, 


would ſufficiently juſtify to their worthy Bene- 
factors their large Donation towards the effectual 
Support of this College for the Education of 


Youth, even without the further View of the 
Inſtruction of the Mohock and other Indian Chil- 
dren in the Principles of Chriſtianity ; which 


the Society have long had much at Heart, and 
ſome Time ſince applied to the Government of 


New York for their Countenance and Aſſiſtance 
therein ; and this Application was favourably 


received ; and when it ſhall pleaſe God to re- 
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| ore to this Colony the Bleſſing of Peace, the 


Society are in great Hopes this truly Chriſtian 
Deſign may be brought effectually to bear by 
theſe Means, which, under God, will much 
contribute to the breeding up thoſe poor Chil- 


dren in Sobriety, and diminiſh in ſome Degree 


at leaſt, if not totally eradicate that ſtrong Pro- 


penſity to immoderate drinking, ſo very remar- 


kable in their Parents, and of which the bane- 


ful Effects are moſt viſible among them, ſince 
according to the Letter of the Rev. Mr. Ogilvie, 
their Miſſionary from the Society, from Septem- 
ber 1758 to February 25, 1759, there died fifty 
five Perſons in the Mohock Caſtle, and more were 
dying, chiefly owing to their exceſſive drinking 


of ſpirituous vas 13 Mr. Ogilvie was then 
among them, and catechiſed the Children daily, 


and frequently called them and their Parents to- 
gether fr divine Worſhip, but found his Con- 
gregation much diminiſhed ; however he had 
baptized twenty White and ten Ind:an Chil- 
dren, and had adminiſtred the holy Communion 
to thirty-ſix Perſons, of whom fifteen were In- 
dians, and the Church of Albany the other 
Part of Mr. Ogilvie's Cure, he writes is much 
in the ſame State as uſual; he continues to 
catechiſe the young People there, and celebrated 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper with ſixty 
Perſons on Chriſimas Day, and there had been 
baptized by himſelf, and the Dutch Miniſter, 
ninety-four White, and ten Negroe Children, 
and three Adult Negroes after proper Inſtructi- 
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on, from the 25th Day of May 1758, the Date 


of his preceding Letter, to the 25th Day of Fe- 


bruary 1759. 
The Rev. Mr. Auchmuty, the Society's Ca- 


techiſt to the Negroes in the City of New York, 


acquaints the Society, by his Letter dated July 
5, 1759, that his black Catechumens, who at- 
tend at Trinity Church, have increaſed much of 


late ; and he catechiſeth them on Sundays be- 
tween the Services; and he wiſhes he could 


ſpeak of the Increaſe of thoſe Blacks that at- 


tend on his catechetical Lectures on Fridays 


at St. George's Church, where the Number of 


his White Catechumens is very conſiderable ; 


but as ſeveral young Blacks at times attend him 


there, he is not without the Hopes that others 
will follow their good Example. In the twelve 
Months preceding he had baptized thirty-eight 
Negroe Children, and three Adults, and admitted 
one Mulatto Female Slave, who is very remar- 


kable for Piety, to the holy Communion. The 
Rev Mr. Barclay, Auchmuty, and other worthy 
Perſons who viſited the Society's School at New 
York in May laſt, certify, that they found fifty 
Boys taught therein on the Society's Bounty, who 


- conſtantly attend the Church on Prayer Days, 


and Mr. Auchmuty's catechetical Lectures; and 


at Eaſter fix Boys well inſtructed in the Princi- 


ples of Chriſtianity, and in Writing and Arith- 


metick, were diſcharged out of the School, and 
twelve more would be fit to be diſcharged in the 
enſuing Spring. 3 
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The Rev. Mr. Vetnore, the Society's Miſſio- 
- nary at Rye, in the Colony of New York, has the 
Pleaſure of acquainting the Society, by his Let- 
ter dated April 7, 1759, that a very worthy Per- 
ſon, a Native of England, but now living in 
New York, has put into his Hands fix hundred 
Pounds of that Currency, of which he reſerves 
to himſelf the Intereſt during his Life, and hath 
left by his Will four hundred Pounds more to be 
added to it after his Death, to purchaſe a conve- 


nient Glebe for the Uſe of the Society's Miffio- 


nary at Rye for ever; and he hath likewiſe in- 
truſted ſeveral other charitable Legacies to the 
Care of the Society, beſides the Remainder of 
his Eſtate, for thoſe good Purpoſes for which 
the Society is incorporated. And Mr. Wetmore 
makes not the leaſt doubt of this good Gentle- 
man's Perſeverance in this Reſolution, he havin 
given him leave to communicate thus much to 
the Society, and been always extraordinarily 
careful in the religious Education of his Family. 
Whereupon the Society have returned their 
\ hearty Thanks to this moſt worthy Benefactor, 
for the 600 /. already given, and for his kind 
Intentions of his other Benefactions by his laſt 
Will, with the Aſſurance, that they will moſt 
religiouſly obſerve his Directions concernin 
them, and to the utmoſt of their Power fulfill 
the ſame. . 

The Rev. Mr. Seabury, the Society's: Miſſio- 
nary at Hempſted, in Long Iſland, acquaints the 


Society in his Letter of April 5, 1759, that he 


had 
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had lately viſited the good People of Ducheſs 
County, whom the Society had recommended to 
his Care, and found them attentive to divine 
Worſhip, and very defirous thereof, and they 
were labouring to qualify themſelves for a Miſſi- 
onary with all convenient Speed, which nothing 
but the War prevented them from having done 
already : At Hempſtead, no other Place is kept up 
for publick Worſhip, but the Church, except a 
Quaker's Meeting-houſe ; but at O/terbay pub- 
lick Meetings are multiplied, and are frequently 
held by Night, by a Sect called ſeparate Ana- 
baptiſts, as they are chiefly made up by a Sepa- 
ration from the old Anabaptiſts, whoſe Meeting 
at Ofterbay is well nigh broke up by this Separa- 
tion, which hath no ſettled Teacher, but is fre- 
quently viſited by travelling ones: From Mr, 
Seabury's Notitia Parochialis, it appears, that 
he had baptized thirty-one Children, and thir- 
teen inſtructed Adults in the preceding twelve 


Months, and the Number of his Communicants 
is ſeventy-ſix. 


New Ferſey. 

The Rev. Mr, Hughes, lately appointed by the 
Society upon his Petition together with the Peti- 
tion of the Inhabitants of the Church of Amboy 
to ſucceed in that Miſfion their late worthy Miſ- 
fonary Mr. Skinner, deceaſed, having thought 
Proper to decline that Service ; the Society upon 
the Receipt of a Letter from Governor Barnard 
in which he gives it as 3 Opinion, that it

== of great Seryice to New Jerſey in general; if 


the Miſſion of Amboy could be ſupplied with a 
Clergyman of good Erudition, able and willin 

to teach the learned Languages, have thought 
proper to remove the Rev. Mr. Carter, who was 
educated upon the Foundation of Eaton School, 
and afterwards at Peter-houſe in Cambridge, and 
hath the Reputation of a good Scholar, from the 
Miſſion of the Bahama Iſlands, where he has 
done his Duty, as Miſſionary, with Diligence 
and Succeſs for ten Years paſt to the Miſhon of 
Amboy ; Mr. Carter having long petitioned the 
Society to remove him from the Bahama Iſlands 


to ſome Northern Miſſion, in hopes of ſtrength- 


ening his Nerves, and of recovering his Health, 
which is much broke and impaired by the Heat 
of the Bahama Iſlands. . 

The good People of Ampell, Kingword, and 
Reading Town in this Colony, ſet forth in a 
Petition to the Society, that they have been for 
three Years paſt without any Opportunity for the 
publick Worſhip of God, except a few Times, 
that Mr. Houdin, the Society's Itinerant Miſſio- 
nary, officiated at Ammwell; and five times laſt 
Year, and three times this Year that Mr. Mac- 
kean their Miſſionary at New Brunſwick offici- 
ated at Ammwell and Reading Town ; and that the 
Number profeſſing themſelves Members of the 
Church of England is conſiderable, and many 
others, who now call themſelves of ſome other 
Denominations, have declared their Readineſs to 
promote the building of a Church, if they 1 
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be ſupplied with a Miniſter of the Church of 
England; but that they are unable of themſelves 
to ſupport one, therefore they humbly pray the 
Society to aſſiſt them, and to ſend them a Miſſio- 
nary, whom they engage to furniſh with a Glebe 
of good Land not leſs than forty Acres, witha con- 
venient Houſe, and not leis than 30 J. Sterling per 
Annum for at leaſt ſeven Years, at end of which 
Term they hope to be able to continue the ſame, 
or to do yet more for their Miſſionary ; and this 
Petition being approved of, and recommended 
by Governor Barnard, at the Requeſt of the 
Clergy of the Colony, who all of them have 
two or more Places, where they are obliged to 
officiate, and think an Itinerant Miſſionary is 
much wanted in the North Weſtern Frontier 
of New Jerſy; the Society have thought proper

to appoint an Itinerant Miſhonary for the North 
Weſtern Frontier of New Fer/ey to officiate more 


eſpecially at Amwell, Kingwood, and Reading 
Town; and Mr. Andrew Morton of Pennſilvania 
coming over very fully recommended, by the 
Provoſt, Vice-Provoſt, &c. of the College of 
Philadelphia, and being likewiſe petitioned for 
by the good People of Amwell, Kingwood, and 
Reading-Town, and approved of for that Miſſion 


by Governor Barnard, the Society hath ap- 


pointed him thereto, Mr. Morton having been 


previouſly found worthy of, and admitted into 
the holy Orders of Deacon and Prieſt in the 


Church of England. 


— — 
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The Rev. Mr. Campbell, Miſſionary at Bur- 
lington in New Jerſey, acquaints the Society in 


his Letter of June 20, 1759, that he goes on 


with Chearfulneſs and Diligence in performing 
the Duties of his ſeveral Churches at Burlington, 
Mount Holly, and Briflol, not only by reading 
the publick Service, and preaching, but alſo 
by publickly catechiſing the Vouth, and ground- 
ing them in the Principles of our holy Faith; 
and he hath the Satisfaction to find, that his La- 
bour is not in vain: From December preceding, 
to that Time, he hath baptized ſixteen Infants, 
and three Adults, after proper Inſtruction, and 
received to the holy Communion fifty Perſons. 


The Rev. Mr. Houdin, the Society's Itinerant 


Miſſionary in New FJerſey, intreats the Society in 


his Letter dated Quebec, October 23, 1759, 
that his Abſence from his Miffion may not bring 
him under their Diſpleaſure, as he was in ſome 


Meaſure forced to it in Obedience to the Com- 


mands of Lord Loudon, and other ſucceeding 


Commanders, who depended much on his being 
well acquainted with that Country. 

And after the Reduction of Quebecł, he aſked leave 
to return to his Miſſion, but General Murray or- 
dered him to ſtay, telling him there was no other 


Perſon could be depended on for Intelligence of 


the French Proceedings, and promiſed to acquaint 
the Society therewith ; Mr. Houdin adds, that 


he himſelf, as well as the Publick, hath received 
a great Loſs by the Death of the brave General 


WoLFE, who promiſed to remember his Labour 
and Services, which are not ſo well known to 


General 
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General Murray, but he hopes that the Society 


will take theſe Things into Conſideration, and 
continue their Kindneſs to him, and he will re- 
turn to his Miſſion in the Spring. 


N. B. Mr. Houdin is of French Extraction, 
and formerly Superior of a Convent in 
Canada, but ſome Years ago became a 
Convert to the Church of England, and 
after ſome Vears of Probation Was a 
pointed the Society's Itinerant Miſſionary 
in New Jerſey, where he hath acquitted 
himſelf well in that Station, and is eſ- 
teemed a worthy Miſſionary of conſidera- 
ble Learning, and irreproachable Morals, 


Pennſilvania. 

The Rev. Mr. Inglis appointed Miſſionary to 
the Church of Dover, acquaints the Society, by 
his Letter dated there, on the 3 iſt of Auguſt, 
1759, that after a very tedious Voyage, in which 
he experienced many providential Deliverances, 
he arrived at Philadelphia on the 22d Day of 
Fune, and after a very ſhort Stay there to for- 
ward the Books committed to his Care to the 


Miſſionaries of the Colony, he ſet out for Do- 


ver, and got thither on the 1ſt Day of July, and 
found the Church there in a ruinous Condition; 
but itwas immediately begun to be put in repair: 


the other two Churches within the Bounds of 


this Miſſion are new, and not quite finiſhed ;

He makes it a conſtant Rule to catechiſe before 
the Sermon, which he finds agreeable to the 
People, and promiſes to do his beſt Endeavours 
to lead them in the true Way to eternal Life 
through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 

The Rev. Mr. Currie, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Radnor, writes in his Letter of September 29, 
1759, that about three Months before they had 
put the laſt Hand to the finiſhing of a large Gal- 
lery at St. Peter's Church, which, with the Floor 
below is crowded every Time he preaches there; 
and they are about repairing St. David's Church 
with a Legacy of 50 J. left for that Purpoſe by a 
religious young Man, who died ſome Time ago. 


According to Mr. Currie's Notitia Parocbialis, he 


had baptized one hundred and eighty- ſeven In- 
fants, and fix Adults, after proper Inſtruction, 
within the preceding twelve Months, and the 
Number of his Communicants is eighty-ſeven. 

The Rev. Mr. Neill, the Society's Miſſionary 
to the Church of Oxford, removed on Account 
of Health, at his own Requeſt, from the Church 
of Dover to this of Oxford, acquaints the Society, 
that after a Vear's Trial, he finds his Labour far 
from being loſt ; from an irregular Congregation 
greatly reduced through various Cauſes, they be- 
gan to be regular, uniform and numerous; many, 


that had left it, being returned to it, and new 


ones added ; ſo that the Church is generally 


crouded with People of almoſt all Denominations 


on the Lord's Day, when, to the ether Duties of 
it, he adds catechiſing the Children: the Church, 
3 which 
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which had only Benches, was then pewing, 
and he believed the Church of Whitemar/h would 
ſoon follow the Example. This poor Gentle- 
man writes farther, that on Sunday the 28th of 
October, while he was officiating at Church, he 
had the very great Misfortune to have his Houſe 
and moſt valuable Effects burnt, not being able 
to come Time enough to ſave many of them, 
and but very few of his Books ; and two of his 
Children very narrowly eſcaped the Flames. 
This moſt unhappy Accident having greatly di- 
ſtreſſed Mr. Neill and his Family, they having 
ſaved ſcarce any of their Cloaths but thoſe on 


their Backs, and being forced to ſhelter them- 


ſelves in a neighbouring Houſe, the Society, out 
of Compaſſion to this worthy Miſſionary's very 
—_—_, Neceſſities have given him for their Re- 
ief 30 J. which they hope the generous Bene- 
factors to this Society will not think improperly 
beſtowed. 

The Rev. Mr. Barton, the Society's Itinerant 
Miſſionary in this Colony, in his Letter of June 
8, 1758, wrote, that the young Men within his 
Miſſion had offered to take up Arms in Defence 
of their Country, and attend General Forbes, pro- 


vided Mr. Barton would go with them as their Mi- 


niſter, to which he had conſented; and he hoped 
he ſhould not be blamed by the Society for it; and 
lately by his Letter of December 21, 1759, he 
further informs the Society, that in Purſuance of 
that Reſolution, on the 8th Day of July, 17 53, 
he wrote a Letter to General Forbes, then at Car-

fion, in which he took the Liberty to acquaint that 
General, that a great Number of the Forces under 


his Command were of the Communion of the 


Church of England, but without any Chaplain 
of that Church; and therefore he (Mr. Barton) 
was prompted by Duty, Inclination, and every 
good Motive to attend them ; and he had no- 
thing in view but the Honour of the Church, 
the good of thoſe People, and the Diſcharge of 
his Truſt to the venerable Society, which had 
appointed him their Miſſionary in thoſe Coun- 
ties ; and this Letter the General was pleaſed to 
anſwer by his Letter dated Carliſle, July 9, 1758, 
that he was ſorry to find the Troops of the Com- 
munion of the Church of England were not pro- 
vided with a Clergyman of their own Profeſſion, 
and in conſequence of Mr. Barton's laudable Zeal 
for his King and Country, and of his truly com- 
mendable Inclination of diſcharging his miniſte- 
rial Duty to the Troops of the Epiſcopal Per- 
ſuaſion under his Command, the General invites 
and authoriſeth him by that Letter to the Diſ- 
charge of all miniſterial Functions belonging to a 
Clergyman of the Church of England among the 
Troops under the General's Command ; and he 
thereby orders and requires all and ſundry to pay 
all Reverence and Reſpect to him, and the re- 
verend Function he is inveſted with, and aſſures 
him, that at all Times, and in all Places the 
Clergymen, and thoſe of the Perſuaſion of the 
Church of England ſhould always be properly 
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encouraged and protected by him. From this 
Expedition Mr. Barton was happily returned, 
and had removed his Family ſome Weeks before 
the Date of his Letter of December 2, 1759, to 
Lancaſter, where the good People propoſe to 
G enlarge their Church in the enſuing Summer, it 
: being too ſmall for the Congregation ; and they

could not hope to laſt long, unleſs the Society, 


in conſideration of his Age and Services, would 


be pleaſed to appoint him a ſettled Parochial Mi- 
niſter to the Church of St. Paul in Chowan 


County, which is itſelf a very extenfive Pariſh, 
comprehending that whole County; and beſides 
the Church of Edenton, hath ſeveral Chapels 
within it. This Requeſt of this deſerving and 


very diligent Miſſionary the Society thought pro- 
per to grant ; and in his Letter of Thanks, dated 


Nov. 1, 1756, he acquaints the Society, that he 
had from his Entrance into their Service, as Iti- 
nerant Miſſionary to that Time, baptized in the 
whole above gooo Perſons ; and notwithſtandin 

his being now become a ſettled © Parochial Mi- 


niſter, he would embrace every Opportunity in 


his Power of viſiting and officiating, where there 
was no Miniſter ; and he fully made good his 
Promiſe ; for in every Letter of his half yearly 


Correſpendence tn - obedience to the ſtanding 


Rules of the Society, he mentions his viſiting 
and officiating in ſeveral Parts of his former Iti- 
nerant Miſſion, and particularly in his laſt Letter 


of June 5, 1758, he writes, that he had in that 


preceding half Year officiated to three Congre- 


gations 
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gations in the Pariſhes of Ber#/zy and of St. John, 
and baptized fifteen of their Children; and that 
within the twelve Months preceding he had 
baptized two hundred and eighty- two Perſons ; 
that upon the whole it is no exceſſive Computa- 


tion, that this good and moſt laborious Miſſio- 


nary baptized Ten Thouſand Perſons from his 
firſt Entrance on his Miſſion in 174.3 to the Time 
of his Death in January 1759, when he left a 
Wife and fix Children not quite in diſtreſs, but 
in very narrow Circumſtances, Mr. Hall having 
had the great Misfortune to have his Houſe 
burnt down in December 1755, with all his Fur- 
niture, his Cloaths and Books, to the Value of more 
than 300 J. Sterling; andthe Society, out of Com- 
eee, granted him 30 J. by way of Relief to 

is preſſing Wants, and a new Library for the 
Miſſion; and now out of regard to his good 


Deſerts they have ordered his Salary to be paid 


up to the End of the Quarter in which he died, 
and half a Vear's Salary more (25 J.) to be gi- 
ven to his Wife and Children. 


Governor Debbs writes an Account of Mr. 


Hall's Death, in his Letter of February 6, 1759, 
and recommends the Rev. Mr. Daniel Earl to 
ſucceed Mr. Hall in the Church of St. Paul's in 


Chowan's County, at the Requeſt of the principal 


Inhabitants of the Pariſh, he being a Clergy- 
man, that has behaved well, and given univerſal 
Satisfaction to the Pariſh in officiating during Mr. 
Hall's Sickneſs, and by an unexceptionable Lite 
recommended the good Doctrine which he 
G H 2 preached; 
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preached ; and therefore the Society have re- 
ceived him glaily into their Service, and ap- 
pointed him their Miſſionary to the Church of 
St. Paul in Chowan County. 

The worthy Governor writes further, that he 


had provided a better Proviſion than heretofore 


for the Parochial Clergy ; every Pariſh being 
obliged to pay to their Miniſter 100 J. that Cur- 
rency, and 20 J. more in lieu of a Glebe, which, 
when Paper Currency ſhall be at no diſcount, 
will, in the whole, amount to about go J. Ster- 


ling, which he hopes will encourage ſome more 
Epiſcopal Clergymen to come among them, there 


being not above eight ſuch at that Time in the 
whole Province, computed to contain within 1t 
80,000 white Inhabitants, who are daily in- 
creaſing, and are peitered with Itinerant Sectary 
Preachers. There are no Letters arrived this 
Year, either from Mr. Stewart, the Society's 
Miſſionary at Bath Town, or from Mr. Read, 
the Society's Miſſionary in Craven County; but 
Governor Dobbs, in his Letter particularly men- 
tions Mr. Stewart, as being very diltgent in his 
Duty, and well liked by his Pariſhioners, and 
maintaining a general good Character. Mr. Moin, 
the Society's Itinerant Miſſionary writes in his Lets 
ter of April 12, 1759, that from the 27th of 
October preceding, he had baptized to that Time 
two hundred and ſixty-five Whites and twenty 
Blacks; and again in his Letter of October 16, 
1759, that- he had baptized two hundred and 
forty-eight Whites, and twenty-one ge

and within the ſame Space of Time he celebrated 
the holy Communion in many Places with a 
large Number of well-diſpoſed Perſons. 


South Carolina. 

The Rev. Mr. Clarke, Rector of the Church 
of St Philip, in Charles Town having quitted that 
Station, and returned to England, his Succeſſor 
in that Church, the Rev. Mr. $mh very ob- 
ligingly offers his Service in a Letter to the 
Society, dated Charles Town, July 25, 1759, to 
tranſact any Affairs, they ſhall pleaſe to em- 
ploy him in in this Province ; and particularly 
in ſuperviſing the School for the Education of the 
Negroes in Charles Town, which is under his 
more immediate Care, and continues to go on 
with good Succeſs, there being between fifty 
and ſixty Negroe Children, among whom Bibles, 
Common Prayer Books, Sc. will do much good; 
a Number of them, to the Value of 5 J. the So- 
ciety have given Directions to be ſent to Mr. 


Smith, with their Thanks for his very obliging 
Letter. 


The Rev. Mr. Harriſon, the Society's Miſſio— 
nary at St. James's Gooſe-Creek in South Carolina, 
acquaints the Society in his Letter, dated May 
12, 1759, that the State of his Pariſh is this, 


there are about two hundred Families reſident in 


a Tract of Land one hundred and eighty Miles 


in Length, and from tea to fourteen Miles in 
Breadth ; 
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Preadth; and his Congregation generally conſiſts 
ot about one hundred and fifty Whites, and from 
fifty to ſixty Negroes; and that about ſixteen 
Miles from the Church, at a Place called Waſſam- 
ſaw, are eight Families ſettled in a Neighbour- 


hood of a Chapel, where he officiateth five or fix 


timesin a Year. According to Mr. Harriſon's No- 
titia Parocbialis, he had baptized fourteen Chil- 
dren, and nine Adults in the preceding Year ; 
and his Communicants conſiſt of thicty-one 
white, and twenty-ſix Negroe Perſons. 

The Rev. Mr. Martyn, the Society's Miſſionary 
at St. Andrew's Pariſh, acquaints the Society, 
in his Letter dated January 1, 1760, that the 
Number of his Communicants is increaſed, and 
he had lately baptiſed two Adults after proper 
Inſtruction, that had been trained up among the 
Anabaptiſts. And in the laſt Summer he took 


a Journey into the back Parts of the Province, 


and found many of the Inhabitants, educated 
in the Chr:/{zan Principles, ſunk into a State of 


the groſſeſt Ignorance for want of a ſettled Mi- 


niſter among them, and he endeavoured to in- 
ſtruct them, and baptized a Number of their 
Children. In this Progreſs, which took Mr. 
Martyn up a Month, he went as far as Augu/ta 
in Georgia, and officiated twice there to a very 
crouded and decent Congregation. 


The Rev. Mr. Langhorne, the Society's Miſſio- 


nary at St. George's Pariſh, having for four Years 


been ſeverely afflicted with Sickneſs, and ſeized 
in the Year 1756 with a Complication of Diſ- 
orders, 
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orders, which deprived him of the Uſe of his 
Limbs, found himſelf obliged to reſign that Miſ- 


ſion, and come to England to try the Effects of 


his native Air for his Recovery; and he brought 
with him good Teſtimonies of his Care of his 


Miſſion; but that poor Clergyman ſtill continues 


deſtitute of the Uſe of his Limbs, in very low 
Circumſtances, with a Wife and two Children. 
The Veſtry of St. George's Church have pe- 
titioned the Society for a Succeſſor to Mr, Lang- 
vorne; but the Society, upon mature Conſide— 
ration, are of opinion, that as by an Act of the 
Aſſembly of South Carolina, 100 J. Sterling per 
Annum is allowed by the Province to the offici- 
ating Miniſters in every Pariſh, in which no 
Miſſion is ſettled, it will beſt anſwer the 


good Purpoſes of the Society not to fill up 


the Miſſions in this Province as they become va- 
cant, but to proceed to erect new Miſſions in 
ſuch Places as through the Poverty of the Inha- 
bitants ſtand very much in need of their charita- 
ble Aſſiſtance, 

But at the ſame Time not to negle& South 
Carolina in ſuch religious Matters as really want 
the Society's Aſſiſtance : They have aſſiſted the 
Rev. Mr. Immer, a Swiſs Clergyman, that lately 
arrived in England, and hath been ordained Dea- 
con and Prieſt. in the Church of England, in or- 
der to go and officiate as ſuch with the Licence 
of the Lord Biſhop of London to the Church of 
 Purryſberg in this Province, compoſed of French 
and German Proteſtants, the Languages of 

| whom 
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ſhall be ſent abroad, ſhould be duly qualified for 


whom he underſtands and is to officiate in ; the 


Expences of himſelf and of his Family from 
Stortzerland to England, and of his neceſſary 
Stay here having ſo far exhauſted his ſmall Stock 
of Money, that without the charitable Aid of 


the Society he was utterly unable to proceed on 
his Voyage thither. 


Georgia. 

The Rev. Mr. Zouberbuyler, the Society's 
Miſſionary at Savannah, writes in his Letter of 
April 14, 1759, that by Act of Aſſembly the 
Sum of zoo /. Sterling hath been granted to re- 
pair the Church of Savannab, and that the wor- 
thy Governor had found Means to add near 
100 J. more. He is likewiſe about raiſing a Sum 
to build a commodious Houle for a Schoolmaſter 
and School; a Salary of 45 J. per Annum for the 
School-maſter being already provided for three 
Vears; and by his Letter of September 4, 1759, 
he returns Thanks for the religious Books he 
had then lately received from the Society, and 
ſays he had diſtributed them where he thought 
they would do moſt good, and begs a * 
Supply for many others who are not able to pur- 
chaſe them, which the Society have granted, 
and ordered to be ſent to him by the firſt Op- 
portunity. 

The Society, from their firſt Inſtitution, tak- 
ing into their ſerious Conſideration the abſolute
